А NEW TWIST 

The controversial issue of closing liquor stores at certain 
hours, which raged here some time ago and ultimately led to 
the adoption of the present closing hours, recently popped up in 
our neighboring town, Pahokee, 

But the commissioners there, although realizing that the de- 
mand {ог action was strong and that something constructive 
should be done, voted down the proposal to set hours in the city 
They understood, according to Mayor Louis Friend, that people 
would only have to travel a half a mile to a mile and a half to 
places outside of the city limits, and, therefore, intoxicated drivers 
would be on the roads at night. 

After voting against the action, the commi 
into the issue thoroughly, They did not want to t 
able action just to appease a group. 

Fully aware of the problems pointed out by the group, they 
studied the situation and decided to make a constructive move 
by asking the cooperation of neighboring Glades communities in 
obtaining uniform closing hours for the western part of Palm 
Beach County, If the proposal is granted by the county com- 
mission, the goal will be achieved and the practice of crossing 
city limits after hours for a drink will be stopped. 

This sounds a little more like a solution than the arbitrary 
action taken locally, When Mayor Friend appeared at the local 
commission meeting Tuesday night, he was assured of the sup- 
port of the local body in seeking the regulation from 
the county. He stated that he also intends to contact South Bay. 

On face value this move seems to be in the right direction, 
and it will probably accomplish the aims if the county enforces 
its legislation more thoroughly than does the state in this instance. 
At preesnt every liquor establishment in the state would be 
closing and opening for business at the same hours if the state 
law setting uniform hours were enforced. Obviously it is dis-

IRIS PLANTS SPREAD 
BEAUTY AROUND THEM 


Like many women, the iris, a 
[genus of plants with sword. 
shaped leaves and showy flow- 
ers, believes that beauty should 
be in every part of the house, 
Many irises are cultivated for 
their showy flowers, as the gar- 
[den irises, sometimes called 
flags, or fleur-de-lis, and 
gladiolus, crocus and others. 
Most flowers are content with 
| beautiful petals; or, if they wish 
to be among the belles, they 
may, like the lily, add beautiful 
sepals, but they still regard the 
pistil that makes the fruit in the 
same light that many women 
| regard the old kitchen range — 
something to use, too bad it Is 
ugly. 
Not so with the iris. Instead 
[of leaving the pistil unadorned 
in the center of the flower, it 
has three colorful and feathery 
| projections over the pistil which 
jentirely hide the stamens, or 
| pollen bearing parts. Its petals 
and sepals are more than color- 
| ful for they are often ruffled 
| and tufted with colored hairs. 
But the próblem remains, as 
with all plants that want to be 
| beautiful, of what to do to make 
the roots beautiful. All irises 
cannot solve this problem com- 
pletely, but at least one iris, the 
German iris, has solved the 
problem by giving the perfume 
of a violet to its roots. 
These violet scented roots of, 
the German iris, under the name, 
of orris root, have found their 
way into Milady's expensive 
face powder and perfumes as 
well as into her baby's mouth as 
orris teething fingers, which are 
small pieces of roots given to a 
baby to suck while its teeth are 
coming in.

The original defense mobili- 
zation program which was set 
for about three years has been 
increased due to the continuing 
gravity of the international situ- 
ation and a reexamination of 
militray needs by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and will last a 
year longer.

Juvenile Delinquency 


He Acted 


One of the worst juvenile problems 
that existed in West Palm Beach before 
the war was the practice of a few sec- 
ond hand dealers buying articles from 
children at a fraction of their value, 
and thus encouraging kids to take more 
and more things that not belong to 
them. It grew to alarming proportions. 
Within one year after his taking of- 
fice as Municipal Judge, the following 
ordinance was conceived by Judge Lake, 
drafted by him, presented by him and 
its enactment into law obtained by him, 
and without compensation to him. His 
duties as Judge did not call for this ad- 
ditional service. 
With the wholehearted cooperation ` 
of the Police Department, espeically Detectives McGriff and Con- 
yers, and two sufficiently severe court sentences, THIS EVIL 
WAS BANISHED FROM THE COMMUNITY. The ordinance 
worked, because offending dealers knew that any child, ultimately 
caught, would tell of all past sales to them, and that they could 
not pay off jail sentences. 
This law yet protects the children of West Palm Beach as sec- 
tions 34.3 to 34.5, inclusive 1948 West Palm Beach Code. The en- 
tire ordinance is set forth below with underscoring added: 


Section One, No dealer in second hand automobiles, furniture, jewelry, 
clothing or other second hand goods, wares or merchandise, operating within 
the limits of the City of West Pi E Beach County, Florida, 
shall purchase or acquire any automobile, furniture, jewelry, colthing, or other 
goods, wares or merchandise from any person under the age of twenty-one years, 
without obtaining the written authorization of the father or mother or legal 
of such minor at the time of such purchase or acquisition authorizing 
such dealer io make such purchase or acquisition and fully and accurately 
describing such goods, wares or merchandise or materials then being so pur- 
chased and acquired by such dealer from such minor and giving the name, 
and address óf such father, mother or legal guardian of such minor, and further 
unless said written authorization be executed personally by such father, mother 
or legal guardian of such minor in the presence of and witnessed by such dealer 
at his place of business at th f such p 
minor by such dealer as aforesaid. 

Section Two. Every such dealer shall within twenty-four hours of any 
such purchase or acquisition by him from any such minor of any automobile, 
furniture, jewelry, clothing, or other goods, wares, or merchandise, file with the 
Chief of Police of said City a report of such purchase or acquisition, which re- 
port shall be in writing under the oath of such dealer and subscribed to by such 
dealer and shall fully and accurately describe such automobile, furniture, jew- 
elry, clothing, or other goods, wares or merchandise, so purchased or acquired 
from such minor and shall further state fully therein the time of such purchase 
or acquisition and the name, address and age of suoh minor together with the 
name and address of his father, mother or legal guardian executing said authori- 
zation as aforesaid. Provided that such reports herein required may be filed 
with the Chief of Police together with and iftorporated in the daily verified 
reports filed by such dealers with the Chief of Police as required by Ordinance 
Number 254 of this City, passed and adopted February 15th, 1933.

Section Three. If such desler be a corporation, then such corporation shall 
file with the Chief of Police of said city a written designation which shall be 
in writing under the seal of such corporation and executed by its president and 
secretary, which designation shall state the name of the officer, agent, servant 
or employee designated by such corporation to make and transact its purchases 
‘and acquisitions from minors in said city, and no mere than one person shall 
be зо designated the ployee of any such 
corporate dealer shall purchase or acquire from any minor any automobile, 
furniture, jewelry, clothing or other goods, wares or merchandise unless such 
officer, agent, servant or employee shall have been designated by such corporate 
dealer in the manner aforesaid, and shall have consented in writing in the pres- 
ence of and to the Chief of Police of said city to such designation; and all re- 
quirements, provisions, and prohibitions of this ordinance shall apply with full 
and equal force to the person so designated and so consenting to such designa- 
tion,

Section Four. No such dealer shall make any purchase or acquisition from 
minor on Sunday or at night. 


Section Five. Any person who shall violate any requirement, provision, 
prohibition or section of this ordinance, shall, upon conviction thereof, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or by imprisonment in the 
city prison for a pesiod not exceeding sixty days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.
